So many deer have been killed by 
automobiles, and so many serious 
accidents to autoists barely averted, 
recently, that illuminated signs have 
been placed along certain highways 
through the big game country cau­ 
tioning motorists to drive slowly. 
Between Philipsburg and Sandy 
Ridge, thirty-two deer have been 
killed by automobiles since Septem­ 
ber I. 
Motorists are not always to 
blame, as the deer usually leap di­ 
rectly in front of an oncoming car, 
but, motorists should value their 
own lives to such an extent th at 
they will drive slowly.. 
No less than six wrecked autos 
were taken off tile highway between 
Bellefonte aud Moshannon as a re­ 
sult of collisions with deer. 
Judging from a casual survey of 
reports from field officers it would 
be safe to say that a thousand deer 
are killed each year by autos and 
many human beings injured as a 
result.

i favorable factors. 
Dr. Poor also says that a second 
"proof” of relativity, an explana­ 
tion of certain puzzling motions of 
the planet Mercury, is a mistake. 
W’hen American 
scientists are 
asked to name Einstein’s greatest 
achievement they often reply: 
"He set men thinking.” 
This they hold is an imperishable 
accomplisliment, regardless of what 
happens to relativity.

Tuberculin cow test# were begun 
ii Carroll township, near Dillsburg, 
Monday morning, as a result of a 
ira## meeting of farmers of the 
township, which was held at Dills­ 
burg, November 28, when 40 farmers 
af reed to Ila vc their cattle tested. 
Plans were formulated at the 
neetinj: to have a state veterinarian 
test — . tuberculosis, according to 
the aft* plan, as'devised by the de­ 
partment of agriculture, and to 
clean up large areas and thus re­ 
duce tile danger of transferring in­ 
fections from herd to herd. 
It is the intention of the associa­ 
tion to assess each Carroll township 
farmer, who would have his cattle 
tested, three dollars, and to secure 
an appropriation of about two dol­ 
lars from the York county commis­ 
sioners for each farmer that enrolls. 
A committee composed of Harry 
Lucas, chairman; Hay C. Speck, 
treasurer; and T. O. Cook, secretary, 
was selected as a financial com­ 
mittee to finance the perations. 
The test# to find evidence of tu­ 
berculosis. take three days to com­ 
plete. That time must elapse before 
readings can be made. It is expect­ 
ed that the herds can be tested 
within ten days if conditions are 
favorable. The tests are being made 
by a veterinary surgeon of the state 
department of agriculture.
